Answer  Union's  Problems  Now 


Although  the  campus  is  growing  pro¬ 
gressively  softer  with  each  day  of  the  current 
premature  spasm  of  spring,  the  Student 
Memorial  Union  is  becoming  more  of  a  solid 
reality  with  every  working  hour. 

Most  of  the  concrete  is  poured  and  a 
large  part  of  the  interior  wall  work  has  been 
completed.  If  construction  continues  at  the 
present  pace,  the  Union  will  get  its  first  trial 
runs  this  summer. 

However,  any  building  is  only  as  good  as 
the  use  it  serves.  It  was  with  this  realization 
that  the  Student  Senate  recently  appointed  an 
SMU  research  committee  to  study  the  prob¬ 
lems,  conditions  and  authoritative  headaches 
that  are  predestined  to  plague  Union  fre¬ 
quenters  unless  nailed  down  beforehand. 

Two  king-size  channels  of  study  swamp 
the  present  five-member  committee.  First 
should  there  be  an  SMU  Board  to  control 
Union  activities?  Second,  what  will  be  the 
basic  policy  by  which  rules  and  standards  will 
be  set  and  enforced? 

The  answer  to  the  first  question  must  be 
affirmative.  That  creates  no  problem.  How¬ 
ever,  when  one  looks  at  .the  variant  pos¬ 
sibilities  involved  in  the  organization  and 
creation  of  such  a  board,  aspirin  isn’t  out 
of  order. 

How  many  members?  How  should 
they  be  picked?  Should  the  board  be  com¬ 
posed  of  all  students,  or  are  faculty  members 


needed?  What  should  be  the  factulty-student 
man-woman  ratio?  How  much  power  should 
the  board  hold?  Should  this  board  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  any  other  group?  — 

Leave  those  questions  simmer  for  awhile 
and  glance  at  the  second  channel — that  of 
definite  policy. 

What  should  the  hours  be?  Should  cur¬ 
few  be  the  same  for  both  men  and  women? 
Should  smoking  be  allowed  in  every  room? 
What  will  be  included  in  the  recreation  room? 
Can  television  sets  be  installed?  How  many? 
Where? 

If  every  student  doesn’t  have  a  personal 
interest  in  the  solving  of  these  problems  now, 
it  is  high  time  he  start  making  these  affairs 
his  business.  Next  year,  after  policy  is 
formulated,  not  only  the  questions,  but  also 
the  answers,  will  pound  themselves  home 
with  a  rather  sudden  forcefulness  of  reality. 

Even  though  the  present  committee  has 
only  the  power  of  forming  recommendations 
for  the  Senate  and  administration  to  affirm, 
amend  or  reject,  the  research  completed 
will  be  looked  upon  as  the  cross-section  of 
student  body  opinion. 

Fully  realizing  this  responsibility,  the 
committee  has  opened  its  meeting  at  7:15  this 
Tuesday  night  to  all  interested  students.

Salinger  Creates  Human

J.  D.  Salinger,  whose  short 
stories  have  appeared  in  many 
magazines,  entered  the  field  of  the 
novel  in  1945  with  "Catcher  in  the 
Rye.”  a  profoundly  moving  portrait 
of  Holden  Caulfield,  a  16-year-old 
boy  trying  to  find  himself. 

Salinger,  a  contemporary 
born  in  1919,  has  education 
varying  between  grammar 
school,  a  military  academy  and 
three  colleges.  His  home  is 
now  in  Connecticut. 

His  writing,  a  combination  of 
Booth  Tarkington  and  James  T. 
Farrell,  reflects  his  knowledge  of 
big  city  life.  His 
style  is  character¬ 
ized  by  a  simple 
choice  of  words 
and  short,  fast- 

tences. 

Salinger  has  ef¬ 
fectively  painted 
a  strikingly  real¬ 
istic  picture  of  a 
young  boy  awak¬ 
ening  to  the  responsibility  and  in¬ 
security  of  adulthood  by  using  the 
first  person  in  his  characterization. 


By  a  close  delineation  of  physical 
defects  and  qualities  which  make 
the  adolescent  insecure,  the  author 
unfolds  the  tragic  sense  of  the 
phrase,  “a  crazy-mixed-up  kid.” 

Caulfield,  through  all  his  search¬ 
ing,  holds  onto  the  nostalgic  pic¬ 
ture  of  the  only  security  he  has 
known.  This  security  is  personified 
by  his  younger  sister,  Phoebe.  She 
becomes  a  prop  and  a  stabilizing 
medium  which  he  depends  upon 
almost  too  strongly. 

This  book  is  a  study  of  the 
social  psychological  aspect  of 
human  behavior.  That  word, 
especially  to  the  confused 
adolescent,  is  more  than  just 
an  effect  of  sense  sensation, 
but  rather,  a  combination  of 
all  the  fears,  hates,  insecu¬ 
rities,  ideas  and  ideals  by 
which  society  controls  behav¬ 
ior. 

Clifton  Fadiman,  the  noted  hu- 
iftorist,  actor,  playwright  and  lit¬ 
erary  critic,  had  this  to  say:  “.  .  . 
One  reads  it,  hardly  knowing 
that  rare  miracle  of  fiction  has 
again  come  to  pass;  a  human  being 
has  been  created  out  of  ink,  paper 
and  the  imagination.”

This  week,  World  Affairs  Forum,  a  campus 
organization  devoted  to  the  study  of  world  politics, 
discussed  the  situation  in  the  Near  East  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  Arab-Jewish 
problem. 

Israel,  the  misfit  of  the 
East,  is  situated  on  the  east¬ 
ern  coast  of  the  Mediter¬ 
ranean  amid  a  group  of 
hostile  Arab  states.  It  has  a 
population  of  approximately 
one  and  a  half  million  while 
the  Arab  states  have  a  com¬ 
bined  population  of  50  mil- 
Bender  The  ^tc  was  formed  after 

the  Jews  from  Europe  were  encouraged  by  the  Zion¬ 
ist  group  to  settle  in  this  particular  area.  Such 
action  was  in  accordance  with  a  promise  made  by 
the  British  in  1917.  The  Jews  were  promised  a 
Palestine  homeland  in  the  Balfour  declaration. 

Since  that  time  the  air  has  never  been 
settled.  Firm  U.  N.  action  has  maintained 
state  of  armistice  between  the  Arab  states  and 
Israel  in  the  recent  past;  however,  minor 
dents  are  still  common. 

Formation  of  the  Jewish  state  caused  a 


displacement  of  the  former  Arab  population.  These 
refugees  have  not  reestablished  themselves  in  other 
areas  but  have  gone  into  a  nomad  type  of  existence. 
The  resituating  of  these  people  may  have  been 
shelved  in  favor  of  the  political  advantage  gained 
in  keeping  the  situation  static.  By  maintaining  these 
refugees  in  camps,  the  sympathies  of  the  world  are 
being  danvn  toward  these  homeless. 

The  United  States'  attitude  toward  this  situation 
is  first,  one  of  a  political  nature.  We  need  the 
friendship  of  the  Near  East  because  of  its  strategic 
location.  It  is  the  bridge  between  continents. 
Secondly,  we  are  interested  in  arresting  the  spread 
of  communism  as  part  of  our  containment  policy. 

Thirdly,  we  are  interested  in  the  plight  of 
the  refugees  and  the  general  economic  and  cul¬ 
tural  advancement  of  the  population  for  human¬ 
itarian  reasons.  Fourthly,  we  are  interested  in 
the  natural  resources  of  the  area.  It  is  rich  in 
oil — the  largest  pool  in  the  world  is  located 
under  the  burning  sands  of  the  Arabian  desert. 

We  need  the  strength  which  the  Arab  bloc  can 
give  us.  Although  here  we  deal  with  unstable 
governments  and  untried  allies,  the  Arabs  present 
a  larger  potential  value  to  the  West  than  the  country 
of  Israel  does.  For  these  reasons  we  must  court 
the  Arabs  and  draw  them  close  to  the  Western 
combines.
